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EEPCRT OH OFFICER'S DUTIES IN REGARDS TO OSWALD'S KURDER 
li.

Sunday, November 2li, I963, vas the day set for the transfer of Lee 
Karvey Oswald to th^ County Jail. The tine set for the transfer was lOtOO 
AM. Shortly before 9*30 AH, J. R. teavella, C. ». Dhority, and I brought 
Oswald down from the fifth floor Jail for final questioning by Capt, Frlti, 
Apents forrel and Kelly from the Pecret Service. Others present during the 
questlonlnp vere Kr. Bolmes from the TJ, S, Post Office Department, Detec- 
tives I. P. Kontsonery, 0. Jf, Dhority, J. R. l^avelle, and I. Chief Curry 
vas present only a fev minutes at the beplnnlng of the questioning and at 
the end just prior to Oswald's removal to the basement. Before leaving our 
office with Oswald, Capt., Fritz instructed J. R. Leavelle to handcuff hie 
left arn to the right arm of Oswald. I vas to valk by Oswald's left side, 
holding his left arm. Oswald's hands, were handcuffed together in front of 
him. Dot. Leavelle, Oswald, and I vers escorted from this office via the, 
jail elevator to the Jail office by Capt. Fritz, Lt, Swain, and Det. L. D. 
Kontgomery. At the jail office door that leads into the hall, we stopped 
for a few seconds until Capt. Frits and Lt. Swain Bade sure the hall-way vas 
clear. Wa pot the all clear -sign and made our way through the hall to the 
edge of the ramp vhere we had paused momentarily awaiting the arrival of 
our car, when suddenly out of the surging line of careers men and glaring 
camera lights. Jack Euby sprang forward and fired one round from a pistol 
into ■the storaach of Lee Harvey Oswald before I could grab his pistol and 
disam him. ' 

Oswald was Ijonedlately placed in an O'Neal ambulance and ru^.ed to 
Parkland Hospital, where he underwent surgery within 10 nlnutes after his 
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arrival, Orr.rald van pronounced dead at li07 W, Kovorster I963, by Er 
Toa Shlr«9, rerHsnd Staff, Eotectlves J, R, lojavalle, Purcoss, and T, 
elon? with tr. Pisberdorf, rode in tho snfculaico vlth Omcald to PsrVlsnd, 
At the hospital T chnnpod into operatins roon clothing and aceoi^nied 
Osvald to the Operotine Roon and stood guard until he vas pronouncod dead 

The pictol I took fron Jack RuVy vas turned over to Capt, Frits at
